minute I stepped into the hotels where the meetings were 
being held. 

As soon as the sessions started, I was impressed by 
the enthusiasm, the determination and the loyalty of the 
men who conscientiously and unselfishly devoted their 
time and energies to bring the message to all members of 
the trade. 

It was thrilling to see so many of the older members 
attending these state meetings. They came with a new 
spirit in their eyes but an old loyalty in their hearts. 
They came to give their support and strength for the 
benefit of all the industry. 

From New Jersey to Florida, from Oregon to Cali- 
fornia, everywhere the spirit was the same. State con- 
ventions naturally differed in the local problems dis- 
cussed. They differed in attendance and in their pro- 
grams. But they were unanimous in recognizing that 
today, more than ever before, the plumber protects the 
health of the nation. 

Occupying an important place on almost every pro- 
gram was a state or city health officer or medical au- 
thority with a plea for the protection of the public 
through better plumbing installations and a promise ot 
cooperation to the fullest extent in warning the public 
against irresponsible handy men. In many cases, these 
health officials offered their personal aid in helping to 
pass the necessary laws to safeguard the public from the 
dangers of improperly installed plumbing. 


NOT A QUESTION OF PERSONAL ADVANTAGE 


Throughout all the discussions of the importance of 
plumbing to health, never once was there either a direct 
or an indirect intimation that master plumbers wanted 
to raise this question in order to obtain personal ad- 
vantage or a monopoly. Always the discussion was cen- 
tered around the protection of the public from the dangers 
of disease and sickness resulting from the all-too- 
common belief that all plumbing is alike and that all 
plumbing is necessarily good plumbing. 

It has been a mistaken conception of plumbing that 
has done more harm than anything else, because it has 
lulled people into a false sense of security. They felt 
that with plumbing fixtures in their homes they were 
free from any danger from polluted or contaminated

water; “Even city officials who boasted of the purity of 

. their water stipply, now have been aroused to a new 
sense of duty. They recognize the fact that cross connec- 
tions may cause pollution or contamination of that pure 
water, and that constant vigilance is necessary in order 
that it be fully protected. 

There was a spirit of unselfishness in all the discus- 
sions of ways and means to protect the public from the 
dangers of improperly installed plumbing. No one was 
seeking any personal advantage; all were interested in 
the public welfare. 


IMPORTANCE OF CALLING A MASTER PLUMBER 


If the public could have listened to the actual cases ot 
contaminated or polluted water reported by master 
plumbers, they would have received an entirely new con- 
ception of the importance of calling 1n a master plumber. 
These men were talking about actual cases in which un- 
trained, unskilled workmen had endangered the lives of 
unsuspecting men, women and children by carelessness 
and ignorance. They were talking about the responsi- 
bility of their profession, not about any sales they had 
missed or profits they had lost. 

When case after case of neglect ot public trust was re- 
ported, you could almost feel the spirit of determination 
sweep through the men attending the meetings—deter- 
mination that such dangerous practices should no longer 
be tolerated—no longer be foisted upon the public. It was 
not the spirit of reviewing the ills of an industry, rather 
it was the spirit of preventing the ills of a nation. 

More than new markets for plumbing created by in- 
creased building activity, more than sales to be made 
through the renewal of the FHA program, the oppor- 
tunity to protect public health through rigid standards of 
practice has stirred to a new high pitch the enthusiasm 
of master plumbers everywhere. They have a new sense 
of public responsibility. They have a new recognition of 
their importance as allies of the health authorities. And 
they are more determined than ever before that public 
trust in the master plumbers shall not be misplaced but, 
on the contrary, be more fully appreciated and under- 
stood. 

One master plumber summed up the situation very 
aptly when he said: ‘“‘You know there have been a lot 
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of people trying to get us away irom the fundamental 
purpose of our calling. They have been trying to make 
us operate like radio salesmen, refrigeration salesmen, 
and even comparing us to automobile salesmen. Maybe 
we have been led down a blind alley by all these appar- 
ently sincere efforts to help us. Of course we want sales, 
but that is only a step in the job for us. More impor- 
tant than sales, we want to feel that we haven’t brought 
suffering, disease and even death to little children or 
adults by neglecting the responsibility of making the right 
installations. 

“After all, if.a radio doesnt work, no one is going to 
the hospital. If a refrigerator doesn’t work, there will 
only be some spoiled foed to throw out, but if the plumb- 
ing has been neglected or improperly installed, it may 
mean the loss of a loved one. Our responsibility is too 
great to neglect. 

“We must carry on selling the importance of modern 
sanitation. We must show people that modern plumbing 
is an investment in health protection. We must always 
remember that public trust comes before private profit.” 

How right he is! Yet, among all of the master plumb 
ers I met at the state conventions, I cannot recall a sing! 
one that I would accuse of not being a good salesman as

well as a conscientious master plumber 


Too often we have heard the remark, “The plumbet 
is not a salesman.’ Perhaps what is meant 1s that he 
does not use high pressure methods to sell high priced 
goods. Nor does he sell plumbing tixtures to homes 
which have no running water. [n my opinion, the mastet 
plumber is a good salesman, because he has proved that 
he can sell in the right Way In spite of every « hstacle 


NO OTHER PROFESSION HAS BETTER RECORD 


When you realize that most master plumbers managed 
to keep their families together, maintain their homes and 
send their children to school during the worst depression 


in the history of our country and at a time when building 
activity had fallen off 90 per cent, vou will have to admit

George H. Werner, Orange, N. J., newly elected president of 
the National Association of Master Plumbers 


} HE high point of the 54th annual conven- 
tion of the National Assn. of Master Plumbers, which 
was held in Buffalo, on June 23 to 25, from the stand- 
point of response on the part of the members, was 
President Frank's presentation of his report. His mes- 
sage represented the year’s activities of his administra- 
tion and characterized it as one devoted to fact finding. 
Typical of Mr. Frank’s report were his comments on 
membership. He stated that throughout the past six 
months, the membership records have been reorganized 
and that they are in a form which permits their use in 
a planned membership building effort by the national 
office. “I spent the time and money on this effort, not 
for any benefit that would accrue to my administration, 
but rather for the purpose of turning over to my suc- 
cessor the tools with which to work if you decide to 
advocate intensive membership work by the national 
office.” 

Another feature of Mr. Frank’s report was that it 
stressed the idea of his refraining from making positive 
recommendations which might be acted upon by the con 
vention and which would be mandatory on the incoming 
administration. Instead, he presented facts which he 
built up during his term of office and then asked certain 
pertinent questions regarding the future program and

policies of the N.A.M.P. The facts presented by Mr. 
Frank were designed to serve as a basis for the answers 
to these questions. In reviewing the questions he pre- 
sented, Mr. Frank stated: 

“You were asked to decide what degree of member- 
ship building work should be undertaken by the national 
office. : 

“You were asked whether or not certain changes 
should be made in the by-laws of our association, re- 
stricting the latitude given officers and directors in the 
making of contracts and commitments, and in the 
accounting methods used. 

“You were asked if it would not be advisable to carry 
out the normal operations of our association, insofar as 
possible, on dues and publication and supplies division 
income. 

“You were asked to establish a program on distribu- 
tion stabilization and on the price and discount situation 
which would be of value to our diversified member- 
ship. 

“You were asked to decide the question of research 
in our industry, and the part your association is to play 
in a research program. 


“You were asked to consider the advisability of 


planned cooperation with labor. 


‘You were asked to consider the advisability of 


establishing a permanent joint planning board in the 
industry.”

Definite action on the part of the convention was re- 
flected in the resolutions passed.

WHEREAS, By the restrictions prohibiting the use of 
apprentice plumbers and fitters on PWA work and the 
California law prohibiting their employment on state con- 
struction, the apprentice is practically denied the oppor- 
tunity of entering our industry, now 

THEREFORE Be It Resotven, That this subject matter 
be placed before this convention and referred to the 
proper committee with the ultimate thought in mind to 
remove such restrictions on Federal and state construc- 
tion that deny the American youth an opportunity to 
learn a trade, and 

Be It FurtTHER Reso._vep, That this resolution be 
brought before the national association with the idea in 
mind of a concerted effort being made by the local, state 
and national associations to remove such restrictions 
from PWA and state construction work. 


The sanitary committee of the national association 
sponsored the next resolution which was concurred in 
by the resolutions committee and passed by those in 
attendance at the convention. 
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WHEREAS, The National Assn. of Master Plumbers 
passed a resolution (No. 4, Washington Convention) on 
May 30, 1934, condemning certain electric circuit 
grounding practices, and specifically providing that 
master plumbers should, in all cases where an electrical 
wiring contractor has grounded his neutrals on the 
plumbing system piping, consider himself absolved of any 
maintenance or other guarantee of the integrity of the 
plumbing system put in by him; and 

WHEREAS, Similar resolutions have been passed by 
many state master plumbers associations, notably, Con- 
necticut, Kentucky, North Carolina, New Jersey, Rhode 
[sland, Tennessee, Virginia and West Virginia, as well 
as the American Water Works Assn., the American 
Society of Sanitary Engineering, and many other na- 
tional organizations ; and 

WHEREAS, In spite of these resolutions expressing, as 
they do, the very natural resentment against one indus- 
try, arbitrarily and without any right thereto, using the 
instruments of another industry to perfect an installa- 
tion, to the great detriment of the appropriated instru-

ments and the imminent hazards to workmen, house- 
holders and the public, the National Fire Protection 
Assn., sponsor to the American Standards Assn.

‘Another duty of the conference committee—an in 
ferred duty—is to interest itself in, and assume the 
regulation of, distribution. This inferred duty was par- 
ticularly stressed during the administration of John J. 
Calnan for the previous fiscal year. | — this is as 
it should be—matters in regard to national/distribution 
should be handled by the national conference committee. 
just as it is a duty for local and state conference com 
mittees to adjust the same matters in their locality or 
state. 

“While the conference committee did not meet collec 
tively with other trade associations during the vear, 
nevertheless the association was well re prese nted in these

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“In my opimion the matter of Federal legislation will 
be a vital factor in regulating the future of our industry 


and the part which the master plumber will play in the 


sale and installation of plumbing products. 

“You will recall that it was reported to us at last 
vear's convention that we had made tremendous steps 1n 
having the Government recognize plumbing as a health 
mneasure. Members of Congress came before our meet 
ing and confirmed the recognition we had received. It 
seemed that plumbing was to finally receive the pro 
tection it deserved 

“The effort of having our industry receive govern 
mental recognition was continued during the present 
vear until last October 3lst. At that time President 
‘rank found it necessary to discontinue the services of 
our legislative contact man in Washington. It was most 
unfortunate that a great work had to be stopped because 
of our financial inability to carry it on. 

“T am pleased to report that prior to the departure ot 
our legislative contact man, we were successful in 
having a law passed which was devised to protect the 
financial interest of the sub-contractor on governmental 
work—the Dual Bond Bill. This bill provides that 
general contractors must provide a surety bond for the 
protection of sub-contractors, laborers and material men 
on government construction. The Act repeals the [fleard

Here is an 
Act especially devised for the protection of the sub-con- 
tractor. It was undoubtedly passed by Congress as a 
result of our efforts. Representative John FE. Miller, of 
Arkansas, and Senators Robinson, McCarran and As 
hurst gave us splendid assistance in having it passed. 

“While on this subject, vou will be interested to know 
that other sub-contracting groups in the construction 
industry have already profited by the Dual Bond Bill. | 
have been advised of one group where the secretary 
told me he had taken advantage of it in eight different 
instances.

ANTI-CHAIN STORE BILL 


sill H. R. 8442 referred tos as the Patman Bill, o7 
the Robinson-Patman Bill, or the Anti-Chain Store Bill, 
and other names, 1s of particular interest to our mem 
bership.

sources selling to chain stores and others at prices lower 
than those given to competitive sources of the same 
class, it also protects commerce against rebates, refunds, 
advertising allowances, etc. 

“You will recall that the Honorable John D. Dingell, 
Congressman from Detroit, Michigan, was the original 
sponsor of the bill which gave us the first official govern 
mental recognition of plumbing and confirmed it as a 
health measure. 

“Over a period of the past several years, Past Pres 
dent Calnan of Chicago has very likely devoted more 
time and study to the general subject of distribution 
than any member of our association. [or this reason, 
| am devoting this portion of my report to the timely 
recent remarks of Mr. Calnan. 

“Years ago, in most classes of the building industry. 
materials and installation went together hand in hand 
and were furnished by the same individual. Today. 
practically we alone of all the craftsmen in the building 
industry still supply the materials we install. The others 
have become nothing but purveyors of labor. It 1s true 
that we have complaints now and then about the distri 
bution of materials, just as the founders of the national 
association did 54 years ago; but [I cannot emphasize 
too strongly the fact that we are much better off than 
other branches of the building industry. 

“Distribution is the keynote of our entire activity, and 
the basic fundamental on which all of the other activities 
of the National. State and Local Association depends.” 


The secretary's conference report was presented to 
the convention by Peter King, of Milwaukee. This re 
port stated: 

“Tt is desirable that the state and local secretaries de 
vise a system, and the forms required to operate that 
system, which will establish uniformity in membership 
records. During the past four months, the national of- 
fice has revised its membership record system to make it 
adaptable to membership-building work and _ to 
provide greater convenience and accuracy than 
the previous system afforded. 

“By now, all state secretaries have received 
transcripts of the national office ledger sheets so 
they are familiar with the svstem. What now 
remains to be done is the development of forms 
(which will coordinate with the national office 
records) to satisfy the requirements of state and 
local secretaries. 

“Several forms have been suggested by state 
secretaries. If the secretaries can recommend a 
form, or forms, suited to their use, the national 
office will have them printed and distributed to 
constituent bodies. 

“Form 1 has been suggested for use by state 
secretaries. It provides for a three year record 
of the money received from its constituent local 
associations. Designed to furnish a_ record

starting Jan. 1, 1936, it contains some innovations which 
may well be worth consideration 

“The form provides a space for the arrearage of each 
member accumulated prior to January 1, 1936. This 
figure is considered important in the determination of 
the question of reinstatement of delinquent or suspended 
members. In addition to a space for the amount of 
money received, space is provided for checking the 
periods for which the remittance covers state dues and 
national per-capita tax. This method, in addition to 
recording receipts in an orderly manner, provides a 
visual, and rapidly determinable, record of the exact 
membership status of each member. If so desired, this 
Form | may be used as a journal, or cash book, from 


which postings are made directly to a ledger: or it may 
be used as the ledger sheet of the individual local associa 
tions with slight adaptation. 

‘Form 2 has been devised for use bv local associations 
to serve as individual records of their membership. One 
page should be used for each member. The space pro 
vided will serve for a three year record. 

“In the appropriate columns, space has been provided 


| 


for the billings of the members for local dues, state and 
national dues, previous charges and sundries. Simuilat 
columns are provided for recording payments made by 
the member iivided into the proper cater: ries 

“Experience would seem to indicate that it is inadvis 
able for a local association to bill a member for a flat 
sum, which includes state and national per-capita tax 
In our view, the dues paid by a member to the state and 
national associations are separate and distinct from the 
dues he pays to the local association and should be 
handled separately. 

“Where dues are lumped, it has been found that the 
state and national associations get only that money which 
is left after local expenses are met. Obviously, such 
retention of funds paid by a member for a specific pur 
pose 1S unfair. 


“Tt is hoped that the secretaries wall simplify the form 
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majority of state and local secretaries are master plumb- 
ers who only give part of their time to the secretarial 
function.” 

John J. Calnan, chairman of the Plumbing and Heat 
ing Industries Bureau committee, reported on the Bu- 
reau. In part, the report stated:

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“Tt is difficult, within the limits of a necessarily brief 
report, to give you an adequate conception of the far- 
reaching scope of the bureau’s publicity work and the 
significance of this work to everyone engaged in the 
plumbing industry. 

“We, in the plumbing industry, would be indeed 
neglectful of our opportunities if we did not seek to 
direct and influence what is printed and said about our 
industry. 

‘To illustrate the importance of publicity for our in- 
dustry, I can do no better than than to quote the very 
carefully considered remarks of President Frank on the 
occasion of the last meeting of the members of the 
Plumbing and Heating Industries Bureau. 

“At this time President Frank said: 

“*Those of us who have been in the plumbing in- 
dustry for a number of years have little difficulty in look- 
ing back to the time when the only mention of the 
plumbing industry made by newspapers was the joke 
about the plumber forgetting his tools, and the infre- 
quent mention of bathtub murders. 

“Today almost every newspaper, and most maga 
zines, periodically carry constructive stories about the 
plumbing industry and the products which it sells and

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installs. In fact, the publicity which the plumbing 
industry gets is the envy of other industries who do not 
have a similar opportunity to get favorable public in- 
terest. 

““T need hardly say that the bulk of this publicity 
emanates from the Plumbing and Heating Industries 
sureau. 

“*The practical benefits to the master plumbers of the 
publicity efforts of the bureau are the obvious ones of 
pre-disposing customers in favor of modern plumbing 
and heating and in establishing a receptive background 
for the more detailed story of the individual master 
plumber salesmen. 

‘“*Were this publicity absent, the entire burden of con- 
vincing the prospects that modern plumbing is desirable 
and that correct installations safeguard health would rest 
upon the ingenuity, ability and persuasive powers of the 
master plumber salesmen.’ 

“President Frank then went on to explain that most 
people discount the claims made by salesmen and are 
also inclined to be skeptical about statements made in 
paid advertisements. 


ARTICLES WELCOMED FOR INFORMATION 


“Publicity, however, is not associated in the mind of 
the reader with commercial interests. An informative 
article published in a newspaper or magazine is wel- 
comed because of the advice which it contains. Such 
articles appearing in the news columns carry with them 
the reputation for impartiality. 

“Editorial space is something you cannot buy. Edi- 
torial opinions in a reputable newspaper are not for sale 
at any price. The only way you can get our industry 
mentioned in the editorial columns of a newspaper 1s 
by setting up a central publicity agency like the Bureau 
with the neutral background that editors respect. 

“The Bureau has been remarkably successful in 
obtaining a large volume of publicity in the face of 
intense competition.” 

Jere L. Murphy of New York City, as chairman, read 
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the report of the standardization committee, which con- 
‘sists of the following: J. H. Bilheimer, Jr., Little Rock, 
Ark., J. G. Hayes, Indianapolis, Ind., R. E. Murphy, 
Chicago, Ill., and R. W. Timmons, Richmond, Calit. 
In part, the report was as follows: 

“The National Assn. of Master Plumbers is a member 
of the American Standards Assn. and the Standardization 
Committee represents the National Assn. of Master 
Plumbers at meetings held by the American Standards 
Assn. These meetings are called for the purpose ot 
standardizing plumbing materials that are used in the 
interior of buildings. ‘These materials represent com 
plete plumbing installations of every type. 


PURPOSE OF AMERICAN STANDARDS ASSN. 


“The purpose of the American Standards Assn. 1s to 
standardize every type of material in the entire plumbing 
industry. The standardization committee of the National 
Assn, of Master Plumbers believes that over-standardiza 
tion of plumbing equipment would work a hardship on 
manufacturers of all types of plumbing materials. That 
hardship would also extend to the American public. 
Over-standardization would mean that men with new 
materials, new ideas, and new inventions, would be dis 
barred from selling their wares, irrespective of merit, 
until such time as they were passed on by the American 
Standards Assn. There are many new inventions with 
merit entering the field and there are many changes in 
fixtures as well as changes in design, and through over 
standardization that type of material would suffer 
seriously. 

“The standardization meetings are held in the Amer 
ican Society of Mechanical Engineers Building at 29 
West 39th Street, New York City. An important work 
carried on during the years 1935-1936 has been the 
standardization of cast iron pipe, hubs, fittings of all 
descriptions, and there has been an advancement over 
the old types of fittings. There has also been some 
progress in brass fittings, such as traps, couplings, and 
threads. 

There was also a meeting held which the standardiza 
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tion committee attended on the subject of gas-fired re- 
frigerators. This matter has not been finally settled, 
for the standardization committee of the National Assn. 
of Master Plumbers objected to the present method ot 
connecting waste water from the cooling system of gas 
fired retrigerators. 

[here was also an important meeting held on the pres 
ent custom of grounding electrical wires on water mains 
in the interior of buildings. [his meeting was called on an 
objection by the plumbers to the present system ot 


grounding wires on water mains. Many contracting 
plumbers have installed pipmg in buildings and damage 
has been done to that piping by grounding of wires on 
water piping. That question was sent back tor investi 


gation, and Mr. A. R. MecGonegal was appointed on a

Appeals which has jurisdiction over the subject of water 
pipmg in the interior of buildings, and it was to the 
effect that water piping is plumbing and should be done 
by plumbers.

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REPORT OF APPRENTICESHIP COMMITTEE 

Charles Ik. Gawne, of Chicago, Ill, as chairman, pre- 
sented the report of the apprenticeship committee. The 
personnel of this committee consists of |. R. Lawton, 
New Orleans, La., J. Harry McCarthy, Washington, 
ID C., C. V. Swann, Huntington, W. Va., and John Wil- 
hers, louisville, Ky. The introduction to the commit- 
tee’s report points out that: 

“This report of your apprenticeship committee 1s ac- 
companied by an outline of a standard apprenticeship 
plan for the plumbing trade which has been produced 
hy your apprenticeship committee with the cooperation 
of the United Assn. of Journeymen Plumbers and Steam 
litters. We have been assisted in this undertaking by 
the ederal Committee on Apprentice Training and the 
l'nited States Office of Education. Throughout the year 
we have followed the recommendations contained in the 
report of the apprenticeship committee given a year ago 
at Chicago. That committee was composed of Robert I. 
’flug-Felder, chairman, Philadelphia, Pa.; Howard 
Reed, Jackson, Michigan; John Wilbers, Louisville, Ky. ; 
C. V. Swann, Huntington, West Virginia; and Henry 
Weber, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 


“Their recommendations were as follows: 
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“First: Cooperate with the Federal Committee on Ap- 
prentice Traiming whose headquarters are at Washing- 
ton, a <.. 

“Second: We further recommend the consideration 
of a draft covering general standards of apprenticeship 
in the plumbing trade; to be published in bulletin form 
and to be distributed direct to every member. 

“Third: We further recommend that every member 
seriously consider what the development of the plumbers’ 
helper has meant to the industry as a whole. We would 
advocate the return to the old principles, that plumbing 
should be done by master or journeymen plumbers, as- 
sisted by the old-time plumbers’ apprentice, who has 
been selected with care and who is indentured to the 
master plumber for a regular apprenticeship period. 

“This committee is in accord with the recommenda- 
tions of the former committee and particularly so with 
the third recommendation of that committee. In draft- 
ing the proposed standard apprentice plan your commit- 
tee has recognized this problem by a statement on the 
first page of the plan in thé following language: ‘It 
recognizes the fundamental principle that plumbing work 
should be done only by properly qualified masters and 
journeymen assisted only by indentured apprentices.’ It 
is our recommendation that this statement become a 
watchword for the National Assn. of Master Plumbers. 
If the plumbing trade expects to retain its position as a 
leader in quality workmanship in the building field it 
must develop thoroughly qualified mechanics.” 


REPORT OF SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE 


In reporting for the scholarship committee, which con- 
sisted of George H. Drake, of Buffalo, N. Y., George 
W. Frank, buffalo, N. Y., John P. McCoy, Fond Du 
lac, Wis., and George J. Palmer, Ames, Lowa, the chair- 
man of this committee, Richard J. Welch, Lowell, Mass., 
stated: 

“The National Assn. of Master Plumbers maintains 
and supports a number of scholarships in the Carnegie 
Institute of Technology in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 

“This work is under the direction of the scholarship 
committee, whose duties are to administer and supervise 
the funds, and to approve and direct the course of studies. 

“These scholarships are supported by funds which are 
donated and subseribed in the approximate amount of 
$145,585.70. The funds invested through the Chase 
National Bank of New York City amount to approxi- 
mately $136,596.67, leaving a balance in the bank of 
$8,989.03. The tunds are invested and handled through 
the Chase National Bank of New York City, which 
acts as trustee. 

“The intent of these scholarships is to bring into the 
business men who, by education and traiming, would as 
sist the National Assn. of Master llumbers to elevate 
the plumbing industry to higher standards. 

“A meeting of the committee was held at Pittsburgh, 
Pa., Nov. 23-24, 1935. Present at the meeting were 
President Krank, all members of the scholarship com 
mittee, and Dean Connelley. 

“A meeting was held at the school at which seven mem- 
hers of the faculty attended, and all details attending the 
admission and supervision of the students were very 
carefully gone over.

sefore leaving our office I looked up our plan of the 
Patterson residence and found the basement plan to be 
as shown in Fig. 1. 

When I called on Mr. Combs Wednesday morning, 
the thermometer was close to ninety with the weather- 
man predicting it would go much higher. Combs had 
nothing further to add except to tell me that Mr. and 
Mrs. Patterson were still complaining about the odors, 
so we went out to the residence, and were admitted by 
Mrs. Patterson. We noticed the odors immediately upon 
our entrance, and it really did smell like a poorly ven- 
tilated locker room. The lady lost no time in telling 
us that the odor was mild right then and did not get 
really bad until late in the afternoon. She added that 
the odor wasnt so noticeable if we stayed in the house, 
but that it was very offensive to any one who came in 
from out of doors. 

Of course, room odors are always more noticeable 
when one first enters a room and one gradually becomes 
accustomed to them as one remains there, so we were 
not surprised when Mrs. Patterson told us that such was 
the case with their house. 

When we walked through the home we found the 
system in operation. I[ measured the velocities or speeds 
at which the air was entering the various rooms and 
lound that they were about 8 to 10 per cent below those 
we had tound when we tested the system last summer. 
The air was entering the room a few degrees cooler 
than normal, so I asked Jones, “Are the filters clean ?”’ 

“Yes, | had them cleaned just a week ago.” 

“For some reason the air delivery is a little low and, 
as I would expect, the air temperature is a little lower 
than normal for summer operation. Have you any idez 
why the air delivery should be low?” 

“Not the slightest,” Mr. Combs said. 

When we went to the basement we found the fans 
were running slightly faster than normal, so I turned 
to my friend and said, “Combs, the air delivery is a 
little low, the air temperature 1s a little low, and the fan 
speed is slightly high. All of these factors indicate that 
the fans are operating against a somewhat higher re- 
sistance than they were last summer. Let’s see if that 
outdoor air damper is really open.”

| In discussing his report of the N.A.M.P. standardization 
committee activities, at the Buffalo convention Jere L. 
| Murphy emphasized the important part which the recently 
adopted standard symbols for drawing play. Here they are. 








S TANDARD graphical symbols used 1n draw- 
ings showing plumbing, piping, pipe fittings and valves, 
and heating and ventilating equipment have been made 
available to the plumbing and heating industry by the 
recent approval by the American Standards Assn. of the 
standard symbols proposed by a representative subcom- 
mittee. Representing the National Assn. of Master 
Plumbers on this subcommittee was J. L. Murphy, 
chairman, standardization committee, N.A.M.P. The 


committee was under the leadership of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers and the Society for 
Promotion of Engineering Education. 

Some of the standard symbols as approved are shown 
in the accompanying diagrams. The balance will be 
shown in coming issues. 

The task of developing these symbols has extended 
over a period of more than nine years. It was in 1926

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M. F. Blankin acted as toastmaster at the banquet 
held on the evening of June 23. An exceptionally large 
number attended. John Howatt of Chicago was pre- 
sented with the Past President's Memory Book by 
Samuel R. Lewis. Mr. Howatt then made a presenta- 
tion of an honorary membership to R. P. Bolton, who 
has been a member of the society for 40 years. John D. 
Cassell, Mrs. G. L. Larson, Col. D. S. Boyden, E. A. 
Gurney, A. J. Offner and the chairmen of the various 
committees were presented to the gathering by Mr. 
Blankin. 

In discussing the distribution of steam in heat transfer 
surfaces, John McElgin reported that while a large va- 
riety of designs of equipment is in existence, the prin- 
cipal differences arise in the structural details and the 
ratio between prime and extended surface. He described 
a method of obtaining close coordination between fin and 
tube steam heating and automatic temperature control 
in all stages of operation by inserting within the usual 
condensing tubes additional tubes to distribute steam 
uniformly along the length of the condensing tube. He 
used concentric tubes of 9/16 in. and % in. diameter 
inside a 34 in. condensing tube. 

The first or larger tube supplied only one-half of the 
surface and the second tube supplied the remainder. A 
feature of this construction was that the division of tlow 
occurred at the header and that the relative quantities 
supply both ends it subjected to close control. He re- 
ported that the most practical range of steam pressures 
for control is from 2 to 10 Ib. because the heating surface 
under steam control Operates a low pressure region 
and the valve must function with the necessary differ- 
ential. He pointed out that if high steam pressure 1s 
employed the problem of sizing becomes critical and 
careful attention must be given to the erosion resisting 
cualities of the disc and seat materials. He summarized 
by saying that several of the difficulties encountered in 
the application of automatic temperature control to fin 
and tube steam heating are a direct result of the tem- 
perature stratification created when air 1s by-passed or 
when the steam supply is modulated. In the first the 
condition is generally fundamental to the process, while 
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in the second it is due to complete condensation in a 
limited part of the section nearest the supply. Tempera- 
ture stratification may be reduced by inserting steam dis- 
tribution tubes within the usual condensing tubes to dis- 
tribute reduced volumes of steam over a maximum 
length of condensing tube and thus effect a practically 
uniform discharge temperature. This arrangement 1n- 
herently resists freezing of the condensate in the heat- 
ing surface. The steam supply may be throttled within 
wide limits in the presence of sub-freezing air. The 
conditions under which this arrangement is possible are 
simply that the steam supply be continuous and that 
the volume be maintained above a low limit by an air 
stream thermostat installed in the path of the discharged 
air. Any system of proportioning steam valve control 
as applied to fin and tube surface may be enhanced by 
taking proper precautions to prevent hunting. Aside 
from the type of control the factors that determine 
whether or not the operation is free from this defect 
are thermostat differential, valve size and operating 
steam pressures. He concluded that recognition of their 
influence on the control system will improve the final 
results materially. 

The relative absorption of the various sections of a 
round heating boiler was reported by A. J. Johnson and 
P. A. Mulcey, who stated that information on the pro- 
portion of radiant heat absorbed by the side walls and 
by the crown sheet is useful in determining the proper 
fuel bed depths to be carried with various solid fuels, and 
that the effect of forcing flame to impinge upon boiler 
side walls gives definite information concerning the 
practical value of baffles. They charted the amounts of 
heat absorbed by various sections of the boiler, using 
anthracite, by-product coke, petroleum coke, oil and gas 
as fuels. The absorption of each section, which they 
reported as remaining relatively constant regardless of 
the various types of fuel employed, was as follows: side 
wall section, 56.1 per cent: crown sheet section, 17.9 per 
cent; first intermediate, 13.1 per cent; second interme- 
diate, 7.9 per cent; and dome section, 4.2 per cent. 
They pointed out that a number of other variables which 
might affect the absorption, distribution and _ efficiency

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of a boiler include such factors as the relationship be- 
tween draft and efficiency; fuel bed depths with various 
heat outputs; and the correct design of baffles when 
using stoker fired or fluid fuels. In conclusion they 
expressed the hope that other investigators will work 
on these problems to provide data from which con- 
clusions can be drawn. 

“Corrosion Studies in Steam Heating Systems,” by 
R. R. Seeber, F. A. Rohrman and G. E. Smedberg was 
a paper which resulted from cooperative research spon- 
sored by A.S.H.V.E. and the Michigan College of 
Mining and Technology. The arrangement of testing 
equipment included four thermocouples used in a series 
to give a more sensitive adinstment and a better aver- 
age temperature correction. Galvanometer and key were 
connected to a D.P.D.T. switch so that they could be 
used either for current or resistance adjustments. Re- 
sistors were made of manganin to avoid corrections 
caused by temperature changes. It is comparatively 
simple to obtain a corrected resistance reading with this 
circuit since the current scale is calibrated in ohms and 
it is necessary only alternately to adjust the current and 
standard resistance until both scales have the same 
reading. 

The assumption can be made that resistance is in- 
versely proportional to the thickness of the specimen 
since the resistance of a uniform conductor is inversely 
proportional to the area of its cross section. Penetration 
then is equal to one-half of the total change of thickness 
since corrosion is taking place from two sides. Because 
micrometer measurements can be estimated only to the 
second place, a more accurate measurement of average 
thickness can be arrived at by weighing the specimen 
and calculating the thickness from the length, width and 
specific gravity of the strip. 

Tests as yet have not been carried on in sufficiently 
wide range to correlate various factors in their combined 
effect in producing corrosion in return piping, but it is 
felt that the following general statements hold true for 
the type of system used in the tests: the corrosion rate 
will vary directly with the oxygen content of the con- 
densate, other factors being constant; up to 30 parts per 
million the corrosion rate will vary directly with the

free CO, content of the condensate, other factors being 
constant ; the corrosion rate in a tight system is lowered 
by a decrease in the pressure carried in the system when 
the quality of steam is the same; increasing the temper- 
ature for the same pressure increases the corrosion rate 
up to a certain point, but from there it decreases rapidly 
with further increases of temperature; and increasing 
the rate of flow of the condensate increases the corrosive 
action. 

‘Principles and Practice of the Heat Pump,” was the 
title of a paper delivered by C. W. Chamberlain, Pro- 
fessor of Physics, Michigan State College, Lansing, 
Mich. Since water can be pumped to a higher level and 
heated to higher temperatures by the expenditure of 
energy, and since it is wasteful to drop water to a 
lower level without making use of its potential energy, 
it is equally wasteful to increase entropy by frittering 
electrical energy down into a lower form, heat, without 
taking advantage of its ability to pump a larger amount 
of heat to a higher level of temperature. One method 
of heating an interior by means of a heat pump is as 
follows: outdoor air as a source of heat is at one side 
of the equipment and air for heat distribution and ven- 
tilation is at the other; both warm and cold air passages 
are supplied with a series of coils; within the building 
an ammonia compressor driven by an electric motor is 
housed ; the refrigerant from the cold coils is compressed 
and passed continuously to the warm coils on the 
opposite side of the equipment; liquid ammonia which is 
under pressure passes from a receiving tank through an 
expansion valve; sufficient liquid is vaporized to reduce 
temperatures ten to twenty degrees below that of the 
outdoor air; the residual liquid boils, absorbing heat 
from the outside air; the vapor produced at the valve 
and by absorption passes to the compressor and is sent 
to a level higher than the temperature of the warm air 
surrounding the condensing coils; the flow of heat from 
the ammonia vapor to the interior air causes liquefaction 
and return to the receiver where the liquid ammonia 
starts on the cycle again. 

The amount of work necessary for pumping heat up 
a temperature gradient varies with the difference between 
the temperature levels. Under favorable conditions water 
may be used as the source of heat, but most cities will 
not consent to the use of their water supplies for sich 
a purpose since this would increase the hazard of freez- 
ing water pipes. In such localities as served by private 
wells, the water could be used for both heating and

Assuming 
that the tank is of sufficient size to carry over a short 
peak, it may be assumed that if 300 g.p.m. were supplied 
to the tank constantly when required, a sufficient storage 
would accumulate to carry over the peaks and the flow 
in the tank supply pipe then would approximate 300 
g.p.m. 

At 1 lb. drop per 100 ft. this would require a 5 in. pipe 
and at % |b. drop a 6 in. pipe (see Charts 1, 2, 3 and 
4). The answer is, of course, that the street pressure 
is too low to economically feed a tank at the height of 
the one assumed.

To THE EpDITor: 

The enclosed sketch of a heating system given in lig. 1 
shows an installation which fails to give satisfaction ; 
sometimes the radiators do not heat and at others they 
knock and pound. Occasionally the water leaves the 
boiler but this occurs intermittently. The air valves are 
all venting properly. Would drips at the ends remedy all 
of these troubles, or what else could be done so that the 
objectionable features would be lessened ? 


Mass. L.. 5: 


To THE READER: 

According to your sketch all the steam mains must 
pitch down from the boiler steam riser to the point where 
the drip connection is taken off and then should pitch up 
from this point to the end of the main. You do not 
indicate in your sketch whether this has been carried out, 
as your note that all pipe are pitched at % in. might mean 
pitched in etther direction. In the second place you have 
a main about 20 ft. long on each side, in which the con- 
densation from all the radiators on the main must flow 
hack against the flow of steam in order to reach the drip 
point ; this is contrary to good practice in one-pipe steam 
systems where the flow of condensation and steam in the 
main is in the same direction. 

We would suggest that the best way to remedy this 











system is to grade all of the steam mains down from the 
boiler to the far end and then to take the 1% in. drip off 
of the far end as you have suggested. An air valve should 
be placed on the end of the main at the point where it 
drops down below the water line or about a foot back of 
the point where this drop takes place. See Fig. 2, below.

The returns will then come back as a wet return and 
should be connected to the boiler through an Under- 
writers loop so that water will not back out of the boiler 
no matter what happens.

tending to go to the tank in preference to going to the 
radiator. While we cannot guarantee that this radiator 
ever will circulate up to the height of your expectations 
by merely changing the piping connections, we do _ be- 
lieve that you will improve conditions consid 
erably by changing the connections as shown in Fig. 4 so 
that the heated water delivered in the flow line from the 
heater will go to the radiator instead of to the boiler. 

Further help in this direction may be secured by re 
ducing the size of the branch to the tank from 1% in. 
to 1% in., or even 1 in., if necessary, so that a portion 
of the water delivered by the heater naturally would go 
to the radiator due to insufficient area in the pipe to the 
tank to care for all of the delivery. As it is now the pipe 
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to the tank is the same size as the delivery pipe trom the 
heater and the tank therefore is robbing the radiator line

Still another suggestion 1s to connect up the hot water 
radiator in regular hot water fashion so that the heated 
water enters the top of the radiator and does not have 
to drop to the bottom of the radiator betore entering—see 
hig. 5. It should be noted here that positive circulation

Questions for Readers to Answer 


llere is the question which was asked of readers in 
the May issue and the following is the answer which has 
heen selected for publication : 


A swimming pool contains 20,000 gal. of water. What 
difference in boiler capacity would result from heating 
this pool in a period of 3 hours as compared with heat- 
ing it in a period of 10 hours if the water must be raised 
from 60 deg. Fahr. to 80 deg. Fahr.? 

With a pool of 20,000 gal. capacity the pounds of water 
contained is 

20,000 «* 8 Ib. or 166,666 lb. 

and the heat required to raise this pool from 60 deg. 
ahr. to 80 deg. Fahr. will be 

166,666 « (80 minus 60) or 3,333,320 Btu. 
Supposing that the pool were to be heated in the period 
of 1 hour the equivalent direct radiation would amount to 

3,333,320 Btu. / 240 Btu. or 13,888 sq. ft. 
and adding 10 per cent to this for pipe losses, and the 
like, gives 

13,888 sq. ft. plus 1,388 sq. ft. or 15,276 sq. ft. 

Now if a 3 hour period were allowed to heat the pool

® Twelfth annual convention of Plumbing & Heating Whole- 
salers of New England, Inc., held at Groton, Conn., June 
13-15—S peakers give optimistic view of business 


Wholesalers of New England, cheered 
by the greater volume of business but 
concerned over certain market and dis- 
tribution conditions met on June 13-15 
at Groton, Conn. The meeting was the 
twelfth convention of the Plumbing & 
Heating Wholesalers of New England, 
Inc. The first two days were given over 
to social features and the final day 


-brought an open session for members 


and visiting wholesalers and manufac- 
turers in the morning and a meeting of 
the members which was held during 
the afternoon. 


Principal Speakers 

The sessions were in charge of Pres, 
M. W. Dennison of Braman-Dow & Co., 
Boston. The principal speakers at the 
morning session were Edwin W. Smith, 
president H. B. Smith Co., Westfield, 
Mass.; R. H. Binns, Jr., assistant gen- 
eral manager of sales Revere Copper & 
Brass, Inc., New York City; Howard 
Coonley, president Walworth Company, 
New York City; H. M. Reed, president 
Standard Sanitary Mfg. Co., Pittsburgh, 
Pa.: W. H. Wiewel, manager of sales 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp., Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and A. R. Herske, vice presi- 
dent American Radiator Co., New York 
City. The first ones gave messages from 
their respective industries, the only ad- 


dress being that by Mr. Herske on “Air 
Conditioning—Are You to Share in its 
Development?” 


Manufacturers Encouraged 

President Dennison pointed out that 
these New England conventions serve 
the dual purpose of offering interchange 
of information between whoiesalers and 
also between wholesalers and manufac- 
turers. He emphasized that its officers 
realized the obligation of the association 
to serve its members. The primary ob- 
ject is to foster the development of the 
type of distribution in which these 
wholesalers participate and which neces- 
sarily calls for the best service to manu- 
facturers on one side and contractors 
on the other. 

Mr. Herske delivered a definitely en- 
couraging message to manufacturers, 
wholesalers and contractors who have 
built up the great heating industry. In 
approaching this question he pointed out 
that air conditioning fnvolves heating, 
humidification, dehumidification, circula- 
tion, filtering and cooling. In much of 
this country heating is required over a 
span of about 240 days with cooling 
needed on only 21 days. This empha- 
sized that heating is at least 80 per cent 
of air conditioning. Air conditioning is 
an addition to an existing industry. Fil- 


tering is 38 years old, humidity control 
is more than 20 years old and cooling 
installations were put in over 30 years 
ago. 

Products can be divided into four 
groups, raw material, equipment, com- 
modities and specialties. These can be 
grouped broadly into the commodity and 
specialty class. The latter is sold 
through creative distributors. The chan- 
nels followed can be manufacturer-con- 
sumer, manufacturer-retailer, manufac- 
turer-wholesaler or manufacturer-whole- 
saler-retailer. The last channel is fa- 
vored for commodities and the others 
for distributing specialties. The speaker 
emphasized that specialty selling is 
usually done in a limited territory 
which is intensively worked. This study 
of the trend in air conditioning thus 
centers around its becoming either a 
commodity or a specialty. 


New Products 

Mr. Herske pointed out that mass 
hysteria had become a recognized means 
of promoting sales of a product or of an 
idea. At the time that early specialty 
salesmen recognized this possibility, 
there was a simultaneous development 
of new products which were brought 
into quantity distribution by the use of 
this sales method. Mr. Herske said the 
effectiveness of this specialty sales drive 
usually lasts about three to four years. 
These methods, as employed previously 
by other industries, had helped to sell 
the value of leisure, expressed pre- 
viously through larger automobile sales, 
radio sales and now making the public 
ready for and interested in the possibil-

Five Year Development 

The speaker found these various new 
specialties taking a five year period for 
development. At first the public puts up 
with inconvenience for the sake of own- 
ing these new products and when new 
manufacturers enter such a field later, 
few survive. Likewise the original plans 
of distribution with the specialties have 
heen a restricted territory and then later 
dealers were unrestricted. Again, the 
first efforts are in the direction of large 
units, later tied in with a variety of 
other items but at the end of the five 
year period the new product has finally 
become a simplified small unit. Mr. 
Herske found again that in the specialty 
fields the leaders usually were not found 
among the original manufacturers. Con- 
sequently, he feels that this analysis is a 
helpful guide in studying the trend of 
air conditioning development. He ex- 
pects that the public finally will demand 
real results from their air conditioning 
purchase and this inevitably will require 
a real heating service as the main es- 
sential. 


Adjunct to Heating 

Mr. Herske reported that air condi- 
tioning for homes is now about 60 per 
cent through its trial cycle and is be- 
coming a commodity or an adjunct to 
heating rather than a specialty. Conse- 
quently he found manufacturers today 
adding air conditioning to their heating 
units and he urged wholesalers and con- 
tractors to likewise add better winter 
comfort to heating. He urged contrac- 
tors and dealers in the heating field to 
sell systems, a branch of salesmanship 
in which they excel, rather than trying 
to handle a conglomeration of specialty 
items. Mr. Herske expressed a welcome 
to the various new companies and new 
capital which are entering the heating 
tield. He closed with the comment that 
the fundamental desire of the buying 
public is for a package and that conse- 
quently the public to an increasing de- 
gree will go to contractors who can fur 
nish a complete comfort system. 

Mr. Smith reported that the volume 
of cast iron boiler and radiator business 
was increasing. He felt that while prof- 
its had been long absent, common sense 
is now opening up an opportunity for 
the restoration of profits. He empha- 
sized that the boiler manufacturers favor 
orderly marketing conditions which nor- 
mally make for profit. Mr. Smith dis- 
cussed at some length the situation 
created by future delivery contracts. He 
reported the results of various studies 
of this question, in one case 4,700 of 
these contracts being found to represent 
actually only 404 bona fide orders. In 
New York City this kind of contracts 
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one time recently represented appar- 
ently eighteen months’ sales but actually 
60 to 70 per cent of these contracts will 
not be carried out. His industry is at 
work on this problem, feeling that any 
form of poor business practice inevit- 
ably works to the advantage of the un- 
ethical dealer. On that basis, he asked 
for the support of the wholesalers, in- 
cluding their support in not giving 
away parts of their own discounts, as 
the only assurance of business success 
is found in a sound policy. 


Brass and Copper Pipe 


In discussing brass and copper pipe 
and tubing, Mr. Binns emphasized that 
only 15 to 20 per cent of the business of 
these companies is represented by the 
plumbing and heating market. The 
methods of selling the other products in 
other fields is different. The end of 
NRA brought on a period of unsettle- 
ment during which various manufactur- 
ers tried out various policies. He felt 
that this period of trial and error was 
approaching an end and that in particu- 
lar, as the larger copper companies set- 
tled their primary market problem, bet- 
ter conditions in their secondary, or 
plumbing and heating, market would 
follow. He found too that the future 
delivery contract problem or, as called 
in his industry, the specific job contract 
is a major difficulty to which whole- 
salers should give every effort for solu- 
tion. 

Mr. Coonley stated that the last six 
years have brought about definite im- 
provement in business intelligence, 
which fact is an augury for better busi- 
ness in the future. He quoted from 
Federal Reserve records to show the 
steady increase in business by indus- 
tries related to the plumbing and heat 
ing field. Again he found from these 
figures that unregimented business had 
proved more successful than when fed 
erally controlled. Mr. Coonley likewise 
emphasized the great engineering prog 
ress in the past five or six years, indi 
cated by better machines being offered 
to manufacturers who in turn were mak 
ing better products. He felt that manu- 
facturers of valves and fittings need 
wholesalers and in particular, successful 


ones, 


Possibilities of Bonus 


The bonus was being distributed at 
the time Mr. Reed spoke and he felt this 
opens up a likelihood for better business 
for this industry. He believes the whole- 
saler has a wonderful future, corrobo- 
rated by his own experience through the 
branch jobbing house his company 
operates. Good management should per- 
mit a profit today and guarantee a larger 
profit in the future. Mr. Reed said that 
the plumbing fixture business is run 
ning about three and a half times larger 
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than at its low point. This business in 
crease of 1935 is continuing its upward 
trend and 1936 and 1937 should be even 
better. Mr. Reed welcomed the various 
new products which are entering the 
plumbing fixture field and on behalf of 
the older manufacturers expressed pleas- 
ure at the appearance of many reputable 
new products by good manufacturers. 
He finds a reasonably stable market fol. 
lowing an uphill fight in the past few 
years. He spoke of the success of his 
own company’s big newspaper advertis- 
ing program, the largest on record, as 
a means of stimulating the whole plumb- 
ing industry.

Merchant Pipe 

Merchant pipe, while a small portion 
of the steel business, receives a great 
deal of attention from steel executives, 
according to Mr. Wiewel. He declared 
that while stabilization of market condi- 
tions is always difficult, the secondary 
market in this field is good and is get- 
ting better. With wholesalers seeing 
the need for better marketing there has 
been a constant improvement. He em- 
phasized that all large steel manufac 
turers feel called upon to sell nationally 
and consequently find the need for dis 
tributors in all territories including 
those in which they may not have sold 
previously. Factors in making bad mat 
kets are poor sales managers and in 
ferior products For that reason, he 
felt that both manufacturers and job 
bers have a responsibility in pushing 
g00d products. Since both the mill and 
the jobber depend so greatly upon each 
other, he urged wholesalers to use thei 
influence toward a stable market as 
any unprofitable practices work to the 
disadvantage of all

of gas and oil for cooking purposes, 
heating water and heating buildings. 
He then gave an account of the prob- 
lems encountered in the installation of 
both gas and oil burning equipment as 
well as the comparative costs of using 
both fuels. Mr. Porter broke these 
cost figures down so as to include the 
first cost of plant and mains, equipment 
used in specific buildings, the service 
demands of both gas and oil heating 
equipment and the absorption of serv- 
ice costs by gas companies and oil 
burner installers and dealers. 

A report on recent cooperative ad- 
vertising programs was delivered by 
Irvin Grudem of Grudem Bros. In 
speaking of the value of advertising, 
Mr. Grudem urged that immediate 
steps be taken towards the financing 
of a campaign which would have as its 
purpose the sale and installation of oil 
burning equipment during the summer 
months and in this manner relieve the 
heavy demand that is sure to arise dur- 
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ing the autumn months of this year. 

N. M. Reisdorph, Frigidaire Corp., 
outlined the problem of prices and 
terms. He declared that the publica- 
tion of new prices or extension of terms 
of payment on the part of one dealer, 
merely sets a new mark for other deal- 
ers and, as a result, prices become too 
low and credit is extended over too 
long a term. Also along this line of 
thought was Mr. Reisdorph’s discussion 
of service. Service, he said, in any of 
its several forms is a form of discount. 
Prompted by this discussion, a resolu- 
tion was adopted which declared 
against free burner service or free 
parts beyond the regular guarantee pe- 
riod of one year extended on new burn- 
ers and was aimed also at the practice 
of supplying parts or service at a price 
lower than cost. 


Growth of Industry 

A resume of the past and present of 
the oil burner industry was presented 
by Professor F. B. Rowley, School of 
Engineering, University of Minnesota. 
By means of charts, Professor Rowley 
illustrated the growth of the oil burner 
industry, the number of units made 
and sold each year, the amount of fuel 
oil sold each year. Also, the charts 
presented the number of coal stokers 
made and sold each year, the number 
of gas fired installations made each 
year and a comparison of all three. 

In conclusion, Professor Rowley sug- 
gested that manufacturers and dealers 
cooperate with the public so that bet- 
ter equipment could be made and in- 
stalled at lower costs so that a larger 
number of people might secure the 
benefits of this form of home heating. 
As a final thought he said that deal- 
ers are handicapped materially when 
they install oil burning equipment in 
poorly designed and inferior heating 
systems. 

The next meeting of the group will 
be held on call by Mr. Chalmers.

A simplified practice recommendation 
for steel horizontal firebox heating boil- 
ers, an American standard for brass fit- 
tings for flared copper tubes and a com- 
mercial standard for vitreous china 
plumbing fixtures have all been issued 
recently. 

The Division of Simplified Practice, 
National Bureau of Standards, Washing- 
ton, D. C., has announced that the or- 
iginal recommendation for steel hori- 
zontal firebox heating boilers which was 
to have become effective July 1, 1935, 
has been held in abeyance pending modi- 
fications and changes. The _ revised 
recommendation covers a_ simplified 
schedule of standard ratings and pipe 
connection openings. 

The American Standards Assn. has 
approved the new standard for brass 
fittings for flared copper tubes which 
gives detailed dimensional requirements 
for the brass fittings used on one type 
of joint to connect copper tubing. Mem- 
bership of the subcommittee which 
worked on the new standard was made 
up of experts under the chairmanship 
of Fred L. Riggin. Edward S. Cornell, 
Jr., served as secretary. 

The new commercial standard for 
vitreous china plumbing fixtures is 
divided into two sections, one, devoted 
to definitions, marking and labelling 
and concerned with dimensions, the 


other contains recommended provisions. 
Some of the changes embodied in the 
new standard are: a change in name 
from “regular selection” to “first qual- 
ity’; standard adult height of water 
closet bowls changed from 15-14 in. 
to 15 in.;: the standard height for ju- 
venile bowls has been changed so that 
it is now 14 in.; elongated bowl has 
replaced the extended lip bowl former- 
ly specified; all side inlet bowls have 
been eliminated; high tanks have been 
subdivided into five sizes; a new lava- 
tory has been added; and one new size 
of service sink has been added also.

Pacific States:—-Five wholesalers in 
this section report an average increase 
of 31.2 per cent in May over the same 
month of last year and a decrease of 
4.36 per cent from April of this year.

The 5 months’ totals for these same 
utilities are 781 installations in this 
year as compared with 619 last year— 
an increase of 26.7 per cent. That this 
increase is coming from small installa- 
tions is brought out by the fact that 
horsepower in May of this year on the 
lines of these same _ utilities was 
6,194.34 as compared with 8,659.7 in 
May of last year—a decrease of 28.32 
per cent. Similarly, the horsepower for 
the 5 months was 23,292.02 as compared 
With 24,915.25 in the same period of 
last year—a decrease of 6.51 per cent. 


Oil Burners 

Forty-seven cities reported 1,907 
permits in May as compared with 1,595 
in the same month of last year—an in- 
crease of 19.56 per cent. April oil 
burner shipments were 10,042 units as 


compared with 8,615 in the same month 
of last year. Total oil burner shipments 
for the first four months were 33,305 
units which compares with 23,320 units 
last year—an increase of 42.82 per cent. 


Stokers 

Nineteen cities reported 135 stoker 
permits issued in May as compared 
with 100 last year—-an increase of 35 
per cent. April shipments of Class 1, 
2 and 3 stokers were 2,919 units as 
compared with 1,162 in April of last 
year—an increase of 151 per cent. To- 
tal shipments for the first four months 
of stokers in these same classes were 
10,381 units in this year as compared 
with 4,956 in the same period of last 
yvear—an increase of 109.46 per cent. 


Building Construction 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ports that April was featured by a 
further rise in the number and cost of 
buildings for which permits were is- 
sued. Reports from principal cities in 
the country indicate that the total 
value of permits issued during the 
month was 10.0 per cent above the 
March level. The improvement was 
shared by all types of construction. 
The value of residential buildings in- 
creased 15.5 per cent, new non-residen 
tial buildings, 2.5 per cent, and the 
value of additions, alterations, and re 
pairs to existing structures was 12.4 
per cent greater than in the preceding 
month. The value of all buildings for 
which permits were issued in April 
amounted to $121,784,000. 

Compared with the 
month of last year, all classes of build- 
ing construction showed impressive 
gains. For home building the increase 


corresponding 
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amounted to 96.8 per cent, new non- 
residential building ranked next with a 
gain of 51.7 per cent, and a rise of 
25.0 per cent was shown in the value 
of additions, alterations and repairs to 
existing structures. The total value of 
building construction for April was 
greater than any month since May, 1931. 


Gas Heating 

The American Gas Association re- 
ports that there were 129,300 gas heat- 
ing customers on the lines of manufac- 
tured gas utilities in March which com- 
pares with 114,000 in the same month 
of last year—an increase of 13.4 per 
cent. This is, however, a decrease from 
the 134,900 reported for February of 
1936. This, however, is evidently a 
normal seasonal trend, for February of 
1935 showed 121.500 customers as com- 
pared with 114,000 shown in March of 
1935. The increase in the consumption 
of manufactured gas for house heating 
in March was 27 per cent over the same 
month of last year. There was a 3.3 
per cent increase in the number of 
domestic including house 
heating on the lines of natural gas 
companies over March of last year. 
The increase in the consumption of gas

Building in Chicago 
According to the records of the Build- 
ing Department of the City of Chicago, 
building construction during the month 
of May surpassed the corresponding 
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period of last year. Permits, numbering 
165, with a value of $1,575,891 were is- 
sued in May compared with 83 permits 
valued at $1,055,599 issued during the 
same month in 1935. Outstanding in 
the May 1936 building figures was the 
increase in permits for single family 
dwellings. A total of 107 permits of 
this class were issued, compared with 
31 issued in May of last year, and 71 
issued during April of this year. Other 
permits issued this month were for 45 
business buildings, one church, three of- 
fice buildings, two apartment buildings 
(of four flats each), two theaters, and 
five miscellaneous structures. A com- 
parison of this month’s figures with 
those of the preceding month showed a 
gain in number of permits but a falling 
off in dollar value. The number of per- 
mits increased from 148 in April to 165 
in May. The dollar value decreased 
from $1,881,750 to $1,575,891. The totals 
for the five months of 1936 exceeded the 
same period last year in both number of 
permits and estimated dollar value of 
structures erected. So far this year 511 
permits have been issued with a dollar 
value of $6,497,429. Compared with 302 
permits, valued at $5,059,182, issued dur- 
ing the first five months of last year, a 
gain of 209 in number and $1,438,247 in 
dollar value is shown. 


Home Financing Up 


The total of new home loans by Fed- 
eral Savings and Loan associations dur- 
ing April exceeded the total for any 
month since Federal home financing 
institutions were authorized in 1933. 
Loans amounted to $16,521,242 accord- 
ing to a monthly statement of activi- 
ties of 980 reporting associations. This 
represents an increase of 18.9 per cent 
over March. 

An encouraging feature is to be found 
in the large and growing proportion of 
loans for new construction and remod- 
eling of homes as contrasted with ad- 
vances for the refinancing of maturing 
mortgages. The totals for new construc- 
tion and remodeling amounted to 36.5 
per cent and refinancing accounted for 
32.4 per cent of the total. In April a 
vear ago, 55 per cent of all loans were 
for refinancing. 


Earnings Up 


© 354 companies have 42.7 per 


cent gain in first quarter 


A 42.7 per cent increase in com- 
posite net earnings as compared with 
a year ago is shown by the profit and 
loss reports of 354 leading industrial 
companies, a compilation of these re- 
ports shows. 

Consolidated net income, after de- 
ducting losses, for the 3°54 concerns 
was $257,345.417 in the three months 
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up to March 31 or in periods closely 
corresponding to those months. For 
the like term a year ago the same com- 
panies had combined profits, after de- 
ducting losses, of $180,283,490. 

Improvement in results this year are 
shown by 255 companies or 72 per cent 
of the total. Larger profits than a 
year ago were shown by 187 concerns; 
profits in place of losses for the earlier 
period by 47; and losses smaller than 
those in the first quarter last year by 
21. Experiencing unfavorable changes 
in their results were 73 corporations 
with profits smaller than those a year 
ago; 17 with losses larger than were 
incurred in the first quarter last year; 
and 9 with losses as contrasted with 
profits in the earlier period.

Vacations 


The necessity for good plumbing and 
adequate water supply was pointed out 
in an address delivered by Norman J.

“*Well, dear,’ says Mrs. Modern,

without waiting for a reply, she con- 
tinues, ‘I hope you are not thinking 
about going to that old-fashioned cot- 
tage we had last year just because the 
fishing in the lake is good.’ 

““No, I should say not,’ Mr. Mod- 
ern assures her. ‘I felt awfully sorry 
for you and the inconveniences you 
had to put up with.’ 

“*Well, how about yourself, dear? 
Did you ever figure out how many tons 
of water you carried from that well in 
the back yard to the kitchen?’ Mrs. 
Modern inquires. 

“*No, but I carried enough to very 
nearly spoil my vacation for me. I as- 
sure you, dear, the first thing I’m go- 
ing to ask about when we look for a 
cottage this summer is if it has run- 
ning water.’ 

“Mr. Modern is right. Life in the 
country, at the lake, or in the moun- 
tains can be a relaxation and a pleas- 
ure, or a drudgery and hard work, all 
depending on whether or not the sum- 
mer cottage has modern conveniences, 
most important of which is running 
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water. A survey of the house and lot 


‘by an experienced plumbing contrac-

“Running water in the summer cot- 
tage is not only a great convenience, 
but it is a very definite protection to 
health by permitting the sanitary dis- 
posal of waste. Medical authorities 
have issued warnings against the dan- 
ger of typhoid and other water-borne 
diseases which may be spread by con- 
taminated rural water supplies. Mod- 
ernizing the summer cottage by the in- 
stallation of a running water system 
adds immeasurably to the pleasure, 
convenience and healthfulness of life 
in the summer home.” 


Farmer Takes a Tub 


An article run in the June issue of 
The Farmer’s Wife indicates the inter- 
est of people in rural communities in 
bathrooms and especially modern bath- 
rooms. Its presentation carries the 
message of the industry to rural homes 
and therefore to a new group of sales 
prospects for the contractor-dealer. 
Richard Perry, the author of the article, 
begins by telling the following story: 

“One day last fall, at a state fair, 
I saw a farm woman and her husband 
looking at a display which showed a 
bathroom in a typical farmhouse—a 
bathroom that had been made over 
from a pantry. It was not an ultra- 
luxurious affair, but its ivory tinted fix- 
tures were trim and smart, yet reason- 
able in cost. 

“The woman looked at it all wist- 
fully, talked to her husband and finally 
turned to the salesman with a smile. 

““Wrap it up,’ she said, ‘and we'll 
take it.’ 

“Most of us feel the same way when 
we see the attractive materials offered 
at reasonable prices for farm bath- 
rooms these days. Running hot and 
cold water is, of course, necessary be- 
fore you can have a complete bath- 
room So is some means of sewage dis- 
posal. A little space for a bathroom is 
necessary, too, but that can be found 
in most farm houses. 

“How much money is needed de- 
pends on what fixtures you buy and on 
the problems your own house presents. 
It is good economy to employ a com- 
petent plumber, for an amateur can 
make many unsuspected mistakes that 
not only hamper the efficient working 
of the system but actually endanger 
the family’s health. That is why cities 
now have plumbing codes and require 
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that the work be done by licensed 
plumbers. The plumber too can give 
helpful advice about selecting fixtures.” 


Heart Trouble 


The advisability of checking up on 
home heating requirements in summer 
was pointed out in a radio address by 
Mark H. Colwell over WBBM, Chicago, 
on May 27. Mr. Colwell began his ad- 
dress by quoting a conversation he had 
overheard in which two men declared 
that the heating plants in their homes 
had proved inadequate during the se- 
vere winter. He then went on to say: 

“The heating plant is the heart of 
the house. It is absolutely essential to 
the comfort and physical well-being of 
the occupants that the heating plant 
be thoroughly reliable in every type of 
weather. Now, when the defects of the 
existing plant are fresh in your mind, is 
the best time to give serious considera- 
tion to the improvements and possible 
replacement of the system, if it is not 
adequate or economical. The question 
of what is a modern, efficient and eco- 
nomical heating plant is particularly 
timely today because heating plant re 
pairs and replacements can best be 
made during the summer months. 

“If you are contemplating the con 
struction of a new house, do not delay. 
Building prices are rising and real es- 
tate values are going up. It is good 
business to build now and to have your 
house equipped with a heating plant 
that will give you reliable service re- 
gardless of outdoor temperatures.” 


Modern Miracle 


The story of air conditioning again 
has been taken to a different audience 
and in a new way. “The Miracle of 
Air Conditioning,” was the title of the 
third in the series of radio broadcasts, 
“Miracles of Industry,” delivered by 
John Black, author and radio commen- 
tator, over WNYC, New York, June 8. 
Mr. Black began his address by saying: 

“This week we bring you a miracle 
that is without question one of the 
most significant of all. Man has mas- 
tered the weather! Oh, it’s all very 
well for the scientists and engineers 
to clothe it in mysterious terms. They 
call it air conditioning. It is the story 
of an amazing development which is 
destined to make your life and mine 
far more comfortable, far happier than 
they ever were before. 

“What does it mean, precisely, this 
new accomplishment? Well, there are 


three chief functions which air condi. 
tioning should perform: cool and de. 
humidify the air in summer; heat and 
humidify the air in winter; and cir- 
culate the air. 
is broader than that. 


Of course, the picture 
Science is doing 
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almost unbelievable things to make our 
homes more comfortable and more 
healthy. 

“Frankly, I am not interested in this 
thing from the scientific or engineer- 
ing viewpoint. The most important 
point about it is, its value in human 
terms. Air conditioning can be re- 
corded without fear of contradiction as 
one of the most important of science’s 
gifts to mankind. 

“When we think of air conditioning, 
furthermore, we must keep in mind 
that it represents a complete mastery 
of climate! It is not merely a summer 
though since heat is more dif- 
ficult to combat than cold we usually 
think of it in that regard. No, it is for 
all seasons, all conditions of weather. 
In other words, it normalizes weather 
conditions. There, then, is my testi- 
monial to air conditioning. And when 
you reflect over it I am sure you will

plumbing work. Observance of this law 
will tend to protect loans by insuring 
the proper functioning of plumbing sys- 
tems. Direct attention to the strong 
sales appeal of good plumbing. The 
building and loan official who keeps In 
mind the fact that nothing adds so 
much to the comfort, convenience and 
health of the occupants of a building 
as adequate and modern plumbing will 
have little difficulty in liquidating his 
investment in residential property.”

® Standards and certification committee advocates formation of 
boiler testing laboratory—Plans and purposes of Construc- 


tion League outlined 


Continuing the report of the forty- 
seventh annual convention of the Heat- 
ing, Piping and Air Conditioning Con- 
tractors National Assn., which was 
published last month, William A. 
trecht, president, Hajoca Corporation, 
made a number of interesting observa- 
tions in his address which expressed 
the viewpoint of the wholesaler. To 
show the need for cooperation in the 
entire industry and the upholding of 
recognized channels of distribution, Mr. 
trecht made the point that a natural, 
definite relationship exists between 
manufacturer and wholesaler hunt not- 
withstanding all their resources, both 
would be lost without their ally, the 
contractor. Of the contractor, Mr. 
trecht said, he “is in direct contact 
with the public and performs daily a 


highly technical service associated in 
the public mind as the prerogative of 
the heating contractor. 

“Educational work with the industry 
and particularly with the public must 
be done to make it fully aware that 
heating and air conditioning is a com- 
bination service important to comfort, 
health and well being. Merchandising 
this (air conditioning with radiator 
heat) equipment will appeal to the sell- 
ing ingenuity of the heating contractor 
because it is not the mere selling of a 
piece of equipment but the sale of a 
satisfactory, guaranteed installation of 
a mechanical device—a system involv- 
ing the technical skill as well as the 
selling ability of the contractor. 

“As an industry, there must be the 
manufacturer; there must be the

wholesaler; there must be the contrac- 
tor. Not one of the three branches 
can be independent.” 

George H. Dickerson gave a report 
on the Plumbing and Heating Industries 
Bureau in which he sketched the work 
done by that organization. He was fol- 
lowed by Norman J. Radder, executive 
secretary of the bureau, who stated that 
his policy in giving publicity to air con- 
ditioning with radiator heat was the 
same as that of the association mem- 
bers themselves. 


Chicago Code 


Joseph P. Baldwin and William V. 
Hoier, both of Chicago, discussed the 
code which is in effect in Chicago. John 
Coefield, president of the Virginia 
steamfitters and plumbers’ association, 
urged closer cooperation between the 
two associations, stating that such 
would be followed by increased benefits 
to both. He also pledged his support 
and that of his association to any con- 
structive measures which might be 
passed that would be of mutual benefit.

Committee On Standards 

Reports from the committee on stand- 
ards and certification were given by 
teorge P. Nachman, Cleveland, and T. 
F. Hanley, Jr., chairmen of the respec- 
tive committees. Harry M. Hart, Chi- 
cago, then ‘reported on boiler output in 
which he said that he had been asked 
many times why the boiler manufac- 
turers did not maintain a testing labora- 
tory. He declared that his committee 
is working to secure such a laboratory. 

John H. Zink then introduced the sub- 
ject of the Construction League. In his 
talk he outlined the plans and purposes 
of the league. He declared that it was 
an outgrowth of the NRA. He declared 
also that one of the features of the 
league was the opportunity it gave to 
iron out problems in friendly, round 
table discussion. In this manner, archi- 
tects, engineer, builder and contractor 
were brought in closer touch. 

Following in the same line of thought 
was the speech given by F. Stuart Fitz- 
patrick, manager of the construction 
and civic department of the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce, who told of the 
work done by his group. Mr. Fitzpat- 
rick declared that a nationwide survey 
is being conducted by the chamber of 
commerce on housing problems and 
housing conditions. A stricter enforce- 
ment of fire laws is needed, he declared.

® Fair trade legislation analyzed and state wnfair practices act 
discussed—J ourneymen present their viewpoint at three day 


convention 


This will continue the account of 
events at the annual convention of the 
California State Assn. of Master Plumb- 
ers, held at Del Monte, Cal., June 25-27. 

The installation, maintenance and re- 
pair of fixtures by unlicensed persons, 
in defiance of all laws and ordinances 
governing the health of the public was 
discussed in the report of Charles M. 
Swinnerton of Los Angeles, which dealt 
with the southern California sanitary 
coordinating committee activities. To 
correct this evil, Mr. Swinnerton urged 
an increased appropriation in the city 
budgets to provide funds for the em- 
ployment of an adequate number of in- 
spectors in order properly to enforce 
sanitary regulations. 


Fair Trade 

California’s Fair Trade legislation 
came in for searching analysis by E. T. 
Grether, dean of the College of Com- 
merce at the University of California, 
whose talk qualified him as an out- 
standing speaker at the convention. 
This legislation falls under two heads, 
according to the dean: (1) Fair Trade 
Law, passed in 1931, and amended to 
1933 to give it the required “teeth,” this 
law having reference to the selling at 
minimum prices, and (2) the so-called 
Unfair Practice Act, passed in 1935, 
which is applicable to persons, firms or 
corporations within the state engaged 
in the sale of goods or services. This 
act becomes effective when the activity 
of a violator is directed toward the de- 
struction or prevention of competition 
by an established dealer. Under its 
terms it is unlawful to sell below cost. 
Dean Grether was of the opinion that 
under the terms of the Act, trade asso- 
clations may organize for the proper 
policing of activities in the locality or 
trade area concerned, as in the days of 
code authorities. Penalties, it was 
shown, may be imposed up to $1,000 
or six months’ imprisonment. 

Kk. D. Barry, coast organizer, United 
\ssn. of Journeymen Plumbers, gave 


an able talk on “The Value of Associ- 
ated Effort Within Our Industry,” point- 
ing to the obvious benefits of such ef- 
forts in a number of directions, includ- 
ing legislation. Mr. Barry urged full 
emphasis on the question of apprentice- 
ship. “And in this connection, let me 
strongly suggest the inclusion of ad- 
vanced mathematics, plumbing codes, 
blue print reading and the rudiments of 
successful business principles in appren- 
tice training, for the apprentice of today 
is the journeyman of tomorrow, and in 
all likelihood the master plumber and 
association member of the future.” 

Chas. Langley, president, Electrical 
Contractors Assn. of California, spoke 
of the identical aims of both the master 
plumbers and his own organization. 
“The answer to our problems is best 
attained,” said Mr. Langley, “through 
unity of effort on the part of our crafts. 
Right now, we are most anxious, as you 
are, to secure segregation of bids from 
the general contract.” 


Public Utilities 

The public utility standpoint was ably 
presented by B. W. Reynolds, dealer 
representative of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co., who spoke on “The Plumber 
and the Utility.” He presented and dis- 
cussed various phases in the problem of 
working out a uniform plan of coordina- 
tion that would be applicable through 
the state. “New and improved business 
prospects are now in the offing,” con- 
cluded Mr. Reynolds, who pointed to a 
heartening buying 
power in the field of appliances, the pur 
chase of which has long been deferred. 
He said that today the dealer has two 
of the finest merchandising arguments 
at his command: better appliances may 
be bought right now for less money than 
before; also they cost far less to operate 
because of reduced gas and electric 
rates as well as increased efficiency. 
‘William Nies of Los Angeles, first 
vice president, gave an illuminating re 
port on the functions and activities of 
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the California State Contractor’s License 
Board, which body has gone far toward 
the elimination of incompetent, irre- 
sponsible contractors and sub-contrac- 
tors. Last autumn Mr. Nies was ap- 
pointed to serve on this board, his 
appointment being the first to include 
a master plumber on board member- 
ship. 

As chairman of the public utilities 
relations committee, W. H. Picard re- 
ported that while there remained some 
instances of unsatisfactory conditions 
that were now in course of adjustment 
or that such adjustment was in pros- 
pect, relations generally were satisfac- 
tory. In many cases, climate, competi- 
tion and outlets were reasons given by 
utility companies for the existence of 
local problems. Mr. Picard cited in- 
stances where gas and electric com- 
panies were only too anxious to co- 


operate with his committee 


Merchandising Methods 

Well received was a talk on the de- 
velopment of better 
methods by the master plumber, de- 


merchandising 
livered by Mr. Sexauer of the J. A. 
Sexauer Mfg. Co. from his office in New 
York, by direct telephone amplified in 
the convention hall. 

’. F. Elliott, manager of Crane Co.'s 
San Francisco branch, ably outlined the 
relation between the successful master 
plumber and his source of supply. 
While acknowledging the inroads made 
by those concerns operating outside the 
regular trade channels, the speaker as- 
sured his listeners that mutual alleg- 
iance would eventually prevail against 
those seeking to tear down the accepted 
means of distribution He urged the 
development of a spirit of partnership 
between the plumber and his source of 
supply—-a relationship based on _ the 
human equation, one that not only pro 
duces better understanding but is in- 
tensely practical and workable 

Mano Zan, coordinator, Contractor's 
License Bureau, State of California, de 
plored the lack of industrial conscious 
ness. Speaking comparatively, he said, 
‘If you were to look into the affairs of 
the other groups in the contracting 
business you'd think you had no com- 
plaints whatever.”

The speaker further advanced 
the idea that, as in matters social and 
economic, the best interests in the field 
of organization are better served by 
means of selectivity, “where the best 
minds are assembled as an organized 
minority.” It was Mr. Zan’s observa- 
tion that ‘self-regulatory measures, 
looking toward coordination, are steadily 
gaining in popular favor.” 

William Nies of Los Angeles, chair- 
man of the southern California manu- 
facturers’ coordinating committee, dis- 
cussed his committee’s policy of frank- 
ness in dealing with various problems, 
and reported that many conditions, 
long held to be troublesome, are in bet- 
ter shape today than they have been for 
twenty years. 

W. H. Picard of Oakland, chairman of 
the northern California manufacturers’ 
coordinating committee, showed how his 
group has functioned with gratifying 
results, pointing out how many diffi- 
culties are due to the indifference of the 
master plumber, himself. 


Joint Committees

mittee, reported how joint committees 
of the master plumbers’ association and 
the union are handling the apprentice- 
ship question. Remy emphasized the 
need for picking and choosing appli- 
cants for apprenticeship, as to secure 
only those seriously considering the 
work as a life endeavor, rather than 
those “just looking for a job.” 

J. B. Hawley of Sacramento, speaking 
for the northern California journeyman 
coordinating committee, reported con- 
ference plans under way looking toward 
the solution of the apprenticeship prob- 
lem, which already give promise of 
gratifying results. Mr. Hawley’s report 
of the legislative coordinating commit- 
tee likewise sounded a hopeful note. 
Charles F. Watson of Glendale, speak- 
ing for the water heater coordinating 
committee, stated that with a few ex- 
ceptions, conditions in the water heater 
field were generally satisfactory to all 
concerned.

Warm Air Convention 


© Optimistic note sounded at mid-year meeting in Columbus, 
Ohio, June 16-18—Speakers present points concerned with 


all aspects of the field 


The National Warm Air Heating and 
Air Conditioning Assn., mid-year meet- 
ing which was held at the Deshler-Wal- 
lick Hotel in Columbus, Ohio, June 16- 
18, had a registration of approximately 
100 manufacturers and guests. Meet- 
ings of committees and of the board oc- 
cupied the first day, while the open 
meetings were held on the second and 
third days. The afternoon of the last 
day was devoted to a golf tournament 
held at the Columbus Country Club. 

In his report at the first of the open 
meetings, Pres. W. L. Rybolt made the 
following prediction: “A new cycle is 
starting, we can look iorward in some 
respects with a great degree of opti- 
mism. We can be optimistic because 
several causes contribute to a larger 
volume of business ... there is today a 
revival in the building industry that 
will bring back many of the old time 
building contractors and many new con- 
tractors to whom many of your trade 
names are unknown and mean noth- 
ing ...a great many single homes will 
be built and apartment and hotel con- 
struction will get under way later.” 

Looking at the other side of the pic- 
ture, Mr. Rybolt indicated that the in- 
dustry will be handicapped by the short- 
age of skilled labor in the latter part 
of the year because no skilled mechan 
ics were produced during the several 
years past and can not be produced in 
time to help with this year’s volume. 


Mr. Rybolt then went on to say that 
winter air conditioning during the past 
several years has won a great many 
friends for the warm air field and re- 
ferred to the renewed activity in the 
boiler and radiator field in the direction 
of winter air conditioning. 

To meet the needs of the industry, 
Mr. Rybolt urged a strong campaign for 
membership, taking in every manufac- 
turer, jobber and dealer as well as new 
organizations entering the industry. 


Membership 

Immediately following Mr. Rybolt’s 
report, the membership committee 
stated that eight applications for mem.- 
bership were in its hands together with 
two applications for associate member- 
ships. 

This report was followed by a talk on 
merchandising by R. D. Marshall, Wil- 
liams Oil-O-Matic Heating Corp., Bloom- 
ington, Ill. Mr. Marshall said he would 
talk on a day’s work for the salesman- 
ager and a day’s work for the retail 
salesman. He spoke briefly on what he 
called the “planks” in a salesman’s 
platform, the first of these being proper 
preparation and the second the appli- 
cation of this preparation. The sales- 
manager, he said, must concern himself 
with the selection, the training, the 
production and the analysis of man 
power 

At this point the order of the conven- 
tion’s business was interrupted to per- 
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mit Kenneth Eve of Richardson-Oswald 
Inc., an advertising agency in Cleve- 
land, to outline to the convention the 
proposed planned publicity for the in- 
dustry. This plan had been presented 
to the board of directors on the pre- 
vious day for approval. Following Mr. 
Eve’s presentation of the plan, subscrip- 
tion blanks were distributed and Mr. 
Rybolt made an appeal to each mem- 
ber present that a subscription be made. 

On Wednesday afternoon, Harry 8S. 
Sharp, Henry Furnace and Foundry Co., 
Cleveland, Ohio, read his paper, “Why 
Not a Profit From Air Conditioning?” 
His paper covered the developments of 
boiler and radiator heating to air con- 
ditioning and also referred to the na- 
tional appliance concerns now building 
air conditioning systems.

Coal Short Course 


© Merchandising, selling and 
technical aspects of coal 
utilization presented by 
prominent speakers at third 
short course at Universty of 
Illinois, June 9-11 


The Third Short Course in Coal Utili- 
zation was held in the Electrical En- 
gineering Building, School of Engineer- 
ing, University of Illinois, June 9-11. 
The problems of the coal producer, rail- 
road, equipment manufacturer and auto- 
matic coal burning equipment retailer 
were considered. The discussion cov- 
ered all phases of the use of coal and 
merchandising and selling received as 
much attention as did technical matters. 

D. R. Mitchell, assistant professor of 
mining and metallurgical engineering, 
University of Illinois, spoke on the sub- 
ject, “Preparation of Coal for Domestic 
Fuel.” The speaker made the point at 
the outset that from the viewpoint of 
the consumer, clean coal was important. 

Merchandising and selling were 
treated by Russell G. Glass, sales man- 
ager, stoker division, Pocahontas Fuel 
Co., Inc., who read a paper entitled, 


“Some Things We Have Learned About 
Selling Stokers.”’ The chief points made 
by Mr. Glass were that an automatic 
heat outfit must be completely auto- 
matic, it must be quiet, it must be dust- 
less, it must be smokeless, it must be 
economical and it must be reliable. 


Stokers 

The first of the papers to be devoted 
solely to stokers was delivered by B. M. 
Guthrie, chief engineer, stoker division, 
Fairbanks, Morse and Co. Mr. Guthrie 
traced the rapid increase in the accept- 
ance of stokers for domestic use and 
pointed to the fact that almost one-half 
of all stokers sold in 1935 were intended 
for use in small homes. He declared 
also that ten times as many stokers 
were sold in 1935 as were sold in 19382. 

Frank J. Hoke, vice president, Hol 
comb & Hoke, talked on the subject of 
“Elementary Calculations for Domestic 
Stoker Installations.”” He declared that 
many dealers and salesmen have the 
mistaken idea that sizing and installing 
of domestic stokers is a complicated 
matter. Mr. Hoke then gave facts and 
figures for figuring sizing and heating 
requirements. The point was then made 
that it is vital to fit the type of equip 
ment to the heating requirements. Thus, 
the important fact to remember is to 
sell quality and proper size rather than 
trying to sell price alone. 

R. E. Moore, vice president, Bell and 
Gossett Co., delivered a paper on the 
subject of “A Year ’Round Hot Water 
Supply.” In connection with his paper, 
Mr. Moore covered a great many ques- 
tions concerning the application of in- 
direct hot water heaters. 

William B. Hughes, manager, Auto 
matic Coal Burning Division, American 
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Radiator Co., 
“Changing Trends in Heating,” during 
the evening session. Present day heat- 
ing comfort, according to Mr. Hughes,

Relationship to N. A. M. P. 


On Thursday morning Geo. H. Wer-

cooling by pumping water from the lower level of the 
wells in winter, pumping heat from it and returning the 
cold water to the bottom of the well. To accomplish 
summer cooling, the water would be pumped from the 
bottom of the well and returned to the upper surface. 

Considerable variation in the heat requirement for 
each degree of temperature difference in rooms where 
solar radiation was not a factor was observed. This 
variation could not be accounted for on the grounds of 
wind velocity, wind direction or precipitation. 

The field study of heat requirements of a college 
building, undertaken during the heating season of 
1935-36, was reported by F. E. Geisecke and W. H. 
Jadgett. The building used in this study is of rein- 
forced concrete frame, and brick, tile and cast stone 
walls, with a cubage of approximately 522,000; with 
regard to its heat storage capacity, its mass is equivalent 
to 1,700,000 lb. of water, not counting the tower and 
foundations. The building is heated from a central 
power plant by a reversed-return type of hot water 
system which has 9500 sq. ft. of equivalent direct cast 
iron radiation. Heat is supplied continuously except 
during those periods when the outdoor temperature 1s 
above 65 deg. Fahr. For this study outdoor tempera- 
tures were obtained from a _ recording thermometer 
placed in a shelter 100 yd. north of the building. Indoor 
temperatures were taken at representative points 
throughout the building from 30 wall-type indicating 
and 10 recording thermometers placed 5 ft. above the 
floor on inside walls away from the windows. Wind 
velocities were recorded by an electrical recorder with 
a three-cup anemometer mounted 9 ft. above the roof of 
the building at an unobstructed point. With the excep- 
tion of the south side, the building was not sheltered 
from the effects of the wind. 


COMPUTING HEAT REQUIREMENTS OF BUILDING 


In computing the heat requirements of this building, 
the authors followed with extreme care the procedure 
and recommendations in the 1935 edition of the 
A.S.H.V.E. Guide. An outdoor design temperature of 
25 deg. Fahr. and a wind velocity of 15 m.p.h. from 
north to northwest were chosen as meeting the require- 
ments of The Guide. They chose an indoor design 
temperature of 70 deg. Fahr. for the entire building 
except for laboratories of a shop nature and the halls, 
for which a temperature of 65 deg. Fahr. was selected. 
Air leakage was determined by the crack infiltration 
method from the values given in The Guide. For the 
conditions chosen, the heat requirement of the building 
was estimated to be 1,399,000 Btu. per hour, or 31.750 
Btu. per hour per degree of difference between indoor 
and outdoor temperatures. 

Estimated and actual heat requirements were deter- 
mined by subtracting the average hourly outdoor tem- 
perature from the average hourly indoor temperature 
and multiplying that figure by 31,750 Btu., the estimated 
heat requirement per degree-hour. The hourly heat re-

meter and this, multiplied by the average hourly differ 


ence in the temperature of the water in the flow main 
and in the return main for the same hour, gave the 


quantity of heat delivered to the building during that 
hour.

The results obtained indicated that the estimated heat 
requirement averaged about 23 per cent higher than 
the actual heat requirement of the building. An addi- 
tional check was then made on the calculations used to 
obtain the estimate. With a thickness gauge they meas- 
ured the cracks between the frames and the sashes of a 
number of the windows, and found them to be consider- 


ably smaller than they had assumed them to be. Conse- 
quently, the amount of air infiltration around the 
windows was corrected to a more accurate figure. This 


correction reduced the total estimated heat requirement 
under design conditions to 1,271,700 Btu. per hour or 
28,900 Btu. per hour per difference between 
indoor and outdoor temperatures. Thus the estimated 
heat requirement was reduced to an average of 12.6 per 
cent higher than the actual heat requirement.

GREATEST SOURCE OF ERROR 


They concluded that the greatest source ot error in 
making an estimate of the heat requirements of a build 
ing occurs in allowances made for air infiltration, and 
that if the air change method based on Table 3, Chapter 
6, of the 1935 Guide were followed, even allowing 
only one air change per hour, the heat requirement 
estimate would be considerably higher. 

F. C. Houghten and Carl Gutberlet delivered a paper 
entitled, ““Heating Requirements of an Office Building 
s Affected by Weather Conditions.” The Grant Build 
ing, a 40-story skyscraper in downtown Pittsburgh, was 
the building used in the tests, results of which were 
incorporated in the paper.

L. A. Harding discussed methods for measuring the 
total solar radiation per unit area and pyrheliometers, 
as instruments for this type of work are named. He 
pointed out that interest in this subject has developed 
during the past 100 years in connection with efforts to 
utilize the heat of the sun’s rays for water heating and 
power purposes, and stated that the so-called sun effect 
with comfort cooling installations constitutes, at times, a 
considerable portion of the heat to be extracted in order 
to maintain a desired constant temperature condition 
within the structure. Designing engineers of such in- 
stallations now generally recognize this effect as one of 
the items which must be taken into account. He de- 
scribed an instrument which he devised, and reported a 
number of tests made to determine the transmission of 
solar radiation through a pane of 34 in. heat absorbing 
glass. The tests were made in Buffalo during the 
summer months, and the results showed an average 
77 per cent of the heat absorbed and reflected and 
per cent transmitted. He concluded from this study that 
when glass is used in building construction, approxi 
mately one-half of the heat absorbed by the glass may 
he assumed to enter the building by radiation or con 
vection. The estimated heat gain for the heat-absorbing 
glass on the basis of this assumption would be 61.5 per 
cent, although actually it would be somewhat less because 
of the higher temperatures on the outside of the glass. 

D. D. Wile, discussing the development of testing 
apparatus for thermostats, reported that much has been 
done in recent years to improve the performance of 
thermostats, particularly of wall type equipment used 
to control air temperatures. He said the difficulty has 
heen to find a suitable test method to determine the 
progress or improvement, and he described a new test 
method which had been developed. The first problem 
was to determine the conditions which surround the 
average wall equipment in relation both to air velocity 
and to rate of temperature changes, and then to build 
apparatus to duplicate these conditions in a reliable and 
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constant manner.

“We will submit to the 54th annual convention the 
names of two principals and two alternates. These men 
will be selected under the following requirements: 

“1. He must be the son of a master plumber in good 
standing in the N.A.M.P. at the time that the applica- 
tion is made, and who must remain in good standing. 
Scholarship award will be based on the following: 

“2. Scholarship, 60 per cent. 

‘3. Intent and purpose, 10 per cent. 

“4. Personality, 10 per cent. 

“5. Need, 20 per cent. 

“A certificate must be submitted showing the appli- 
cant’s physical condition, also a photograph of the ap- 
plicant and an agreement that the successful contestants 
must average “C” grade for their sophomore year, and 
that this minimum average must be maintained during 
their junior and senior years in order to receive the con- 
tinued support of the scholarship fund. 

“It was voted that in the future al! students awarded 
a scholarship shall be requested to give the committee 
a formal letter of acceptance, stating that in accepting 
the scholarship they will comply with all requirements 
of the N.A.M.P.” 

Mr. Welch further reported: 

“As a result of the scholarship committee meeting held 
this year for the selection of two students for a four year 
course in plumbing engineering at the Carnegie Institute 
of Technology, we recommend that scholarships be 
awarded to Robert Zien, of Milwaukee, Wis., and Roy L. 
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Smith, of Germantown, Pa., and the alternate scholar- 
ships be awarded to Clair L. Gledieux of Toledo, Ohio, 
and Henry C. Lapp of Alliance, Ohio.” 

A. R. McGonegal of Arlington, Va., as chairman, sub- 
mitted the report of the sanitary committee. This com- 
mittee consists of F. C. Dorsey, Baltimore, Md., W. H. 
Kuhn, Dallas, Texas, Edward Monteath, St. Louis, Mo., 
and Howard Reed, of Jackson, Mich. 


REPORT OF SANITARY COMMITTEE 


In part, the sanitary committee’s report is as follows: 

“Your sanitary committee seeks to aid in the building 
of new and better plumbing codes in the various political 
subdivisions ; to help in preventing emasculation of exist- 
ing codes by interests adverse to good plumbing, and 
generally to be of help, where it can, in raising the 
standard of plumbing installations. 

“Its specific duties are basically those originally laid 
down for its guidance as follows: 

“1. Collect plumbing codes of as many states and cities 
as possible and file them for reference. 

“2. Collect copies of court decisions and decisions of 
state and municipal legal authorities and file them for 
reference. 

“3. Collect reports of epidemics of water-borne dis- 
eases and check any plumbing connection therewith and, 
if so found, file for reference. 

“4. Furnish information about, or extracts from, any 
of the above files on application by national, state and 
local officers or individual members. 

“5. Acquaint the national president with any unusual 
happening within the scope of the committee's activities, 
which might appear to require his attention. 

“6. To assist the national president, under his direc- 
tion, in undertaking any special investigation or duty 
seemingly compassed within the scope of the commit- 
tee's activities. 

‘The sanitary committee, as a committee, and its indi- 
vidual members have, during the year, participated in the 
formation and modernization of several plumbing code:, 
one being drawn up entirely by the committee, subjected 
later to only slight changes, and is now in force in a 
large southern city. 

“At the Washington convention in 1934 a special com- 
mittee on electrical circuit grounds submitted a report, 
and a resolution with recommendation for adoption. 
This resolution was adopted and it was then thought 
that, as far as the National Assn. of Master Plumbers 
was concerned the matter was a closed issue. 

“Since that time, however, the interests which had 
been sponsoring what was commonly termed ‘bare neu- 
tral wiring’ have again become active, and have been 
Instrumental in having the National Electrical Code 
changed to permit an entering wedge in the form of a 
special range connection and seem to be trying to reform 
the present safeguarded electric wiring practice. 

“Other organizations interested in water pipe integrity 
have since passed resolutions condemning a practice 
which, even partial investigation indicates, may alter 
color, odor or taste of supposedly potable water delivered 
by plumbing pipes, and does, unquestionably, result ir 
deterioration of pipes and present certain hazards to 
plumbers working on them.

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“After strenuous representations by your national 
Association, the American Water Works Assn. and other 
groups, the electrical industry consented to the formation 
of an independent investigating committee, and the chair- 
men of the standardization committee and this commit- 
tee, as the committees seemingly most concerned with 
this work, have been appointed to represent the national 
association. This ‘American Research Committee on 
Grounding’ has had several meetings and its program of 
work is well under way. It is hoped that the manufac- 
turing element in the electrical industry will not make 
further moves until this committee reports. 

“A technical subcommittee of this committee on 
grounding has been appointed, with the objective of find- 
ing a number of basic faults relative to the effects of 
grounding electrical circuit neutrals and protectives on 
plumbing and gas-fitting piping systems.” 


EVIDENCE OF STRAY CURRENTS 


“There is much evidence that stray currents travelling 
over water pipes do impart objectionable odors, tastes or 
colors to otherwise clear, odorless and tasteless water. 

“Logically, the water works engineer, having made 
possible the delivery of clear, wholesome water to the 
building, and the master plumber, in installing his wate 
distribution system, having arranged to deliver that 
water to the domestic outlets without contamination or 
change, an alien contractor such as an electrician should 
not be permitted to do anything to alter, in any way, 
the intended result. A plumber may install a sink, com 
plete with water supplies and with trap and vent, but 
he does not connect the waste line from the trap to the 
nearest electric wiring conduit and expect the electrical 
contractor to take care of the waste. No more should 
an electrical contractor expect plumbing pipe lines to 
complete his circuits or to provide ‘protective grounds’ 
lor anticipated current leakages. 

“Some investigations seem to show that these so-called 
neutral wires, circuit completing, but supposedly non 
current carrying, are rarely really neutral or free of elec- 
trical potential. Unbalancing of circuits, improper fusing 
and many other complications seem to result in a ver) 
large percentage of these wires becoming current carry 
ing just the same as the other wires in a lighting o1 
power circuit. 

“Grounding of these on a piping system, therefore, 
makes the piping system itself an electricity carrying 
member in place of the wire itself which might have 
been carried to an actual ground of its own. 

“Electric currents on pipes lead to deterioration ot 
the pipe itself through electrolysis, to a possible hazard 
to life and limb for workmen, caretakers and the hous 
holder. The extent and degree of pipe disintegration 
and human hazard depend on the kind and quantity of 
stray current. \What the electrical industry calls a stra\ 
current, the plumbing industry calls a leak, and _ inct- 
dentally, bends every effort to stop. 

“Even though the American Research Committee on 
Grounding has inaugurated studies through its technical 
sub-committee to establish the basic facts, there seems 
to be no diminution of the efforts of certain electrical 
industry forces to not only continue these questionable 
grounding practices but to extend them to even widet

that the sectional committee of the American Standards 
Assn. on standardization of drawings and drafting room 
practice was organized and six subcommittees were 
appointed to develop the various phases of this project. 

Subcommittee No. 6, appointed to develop a set of 
standard graphical symbols for use on drawings, held its 
first meeting in December, 1928. At this meeting the 
committee reviewed a number of suggested series of 
symbols including the draft standard on symbols for 
plumbing equipment proposed in 1926 by the National 
Assn. of Master Plumbers. ‘This latter N.A.M.P. pro 
posal finally was approved by the national association in 
revised form in 1929. 

The first draft of the subcommittee’s proposal, as 
finally agreed upon, consisted of 164 symbols. This 
proposal was not limited to symbols for plumbing equip 
ment, In its preparation the committee drew on mate- 
rial from various publications and included in the pro 
posal recommended symbols for conventional pipe and

“Yes. Gradually. It will take several days or per- 
haps longer, but they will clear up, I’m sure.” 

As we drove back to the car, Mr. Combs asked why 
It 1s necessary in order to minimize odors, to introduce 
outdoor air in summer when none is found to be nec- 
essary in the winter season. 

“That is a hard question to answer because the com- 
plete reasons are not known as yet, but we know from 
numerous experiments that outdoor air is needed in 
summer even though it is not needed in winter. We 
also know that odors are more noticeable because our 
noses detect them better in higher temperatures and in 
damper atmospheres. Let me give you a homely example 
of this condition. | 

‘The old fashioned barnyard did not have much of an 
odor in winter, when the temperature was low and the 
air was dry. But in summer, the odor was terrible, 
because the temperature was high and the air was 
damper. 


TESTS USED TO INVESTIGATE ODORS 


“The same thing occurs in a home. In winter we 
maintain about 70 deg. Fahr. and a humidity of 30 per 
cent or lower, and odors are not difficult to control. In 
summer the temperature ranges from 80 to 90 deg. 
Fahr., with a humidity of 50 to 60 per cent. At this 
time, experience and tests show that at least one com- 
plete air change of outdoor air per hour is necessary 
to minimize room odors.” 

“T am glad to know that, for I had never heard that 
particular problem explained before. Those must be 
very recent tests which you mentioned.” 

“They are.” 

Two weeks later, we received a note from Mr. Combs 
saying that the odors in the Patterson home gradually 
disappeared until they were entirely gone. The con- 
tractor had moved the bird screen to prevent that trouble 
recurring, making mental notes the while to locate bird 
screens properly on two new installations that he was 
just finishing.
